4. Upon entry of the above amendment, claims 147-203 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the apparatus claimed by applicant. In particular, the prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest a support element with front and peripheral walls with the 
claimed rectilinear shape and curved portions in combination with the tube engagement 
connectors claimed by applicant, along with the other steps and limitations of the 
claims. 

The best prior art of record, US 5,482,440 to Dennehey, discloses a pump 
module and cassette, but fails to disclose or suggest the particular shape, arrangement 
of components, and tube connectors claimed by applicant.
